TO CREATE1,300NEW JOBS? 

THRIVING SITE NEAR MOTOWAY ALREADY ATTRACTED BIG NAMES 


Plans for significant invest¬ 
ment at Pineham business 
park in Northampton are 
being prepared, offering the 
potential for 1,300 newjobs in 
the town. 

The site, on the outskirts of 
town near junction 15A of the 
Mi, is already home to a vari¬ 
ety of international, national 
and local companies, includ¬ 
ing Sainsbury’s, BMW, Da- 
lepalc Frem UK and Freeman 
Automotive and the site cur¬ 
rently employs nearly 2,000 
people. 

Now plans are being drawn 
up to deliver further expan¬ 
sion which would see high- 
specification new buildings 
established on land to the west 
of the existing site. 

Prologis, which owns and 
manages the park, is cur¬ 
rently preparing a planning 
application which it intends 
to submit to South Northamp¬ 
tonshire Council later this 


summer. In what would be “a 
highly-sustainable” extention 
of the existing park, 34 hec¬ 
tares of land is now earmarked 
for new commercial buildings 
as well as landscaping includ¬ 
ing a structured earth bund 
and planting of approximate¬ 
ly 450 trees. 

Prologis is holding a public 
consultation on the proposals 
and people are being invited to 
attend a public exhibition of 
the plans at Kislingbury Vil¬ 
lage Hall on Saturday, July 12 
between iiam-4pm. 

James Wright, market offic¬ 
er at Prologis, said: “Pineham 
Business Park has gone from 
strength to strength since 
it opened less than a decade 
ago. 

“Now, there is an opportuni- 
ty to create a further 1,300 new 
jobs and channel fresh invest¬ 
ment into the Park in a way 
which promises to support the 
local economy and strengthen 
this part of Northamptonshire 
as a base for business.”

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Robbing is not 
like bullying-you 
can get life in jail

Police are warning young 
people responsible for a spate 
of robberies in Northampton¬ 
shire that the courts will treat 
them as serious criminals, not 
merely as bullies. 

Across the county, there have 
been 105 robberies since April 
1, many accompanied by at¬ 
tacks and threats in the street. 

Vulnerable people have 
usually been the victims, 
particularly children or teen¬ 
agers on their way to or from 
school. 

Detective Chief Inspector 


Steve Woliter said the perpe¬ 
trators should be under no 
illusions as to the action a 
court would take. 

He said: “I don’t think they 
understand the severity of 
it. 

“As soon as you demand 
someone’s property and they 
hand it over, you are a robber. 

“Every robbery is dealt 
with by a detective and will 
be thoroughly investigated to 
ensure everything is done to 
find the offenders and pros¬ 
ecute them. 

“For these offences you can 
be jailed for life.” 

In some of the robberies 
during the past few weeks, 
knives have been used to 
threaten the victims. 


Items stolen have included 
mobile phones, bags, bicycles, 
skateboards, money and jew¬ 
ellery. 

Incidents have been re¬ 
corded in Northampton, 
Corby, Kettering and Welling¬ 
borough. 

Overall, there have been 18 
more robberies between April 
2013 and June this year than in 
the previous 12 months. 

DCI Woliter said: “It’s cow- 
ardice, really; picking on 
women and children who will 
provide little resistance and 
will be easy pickings.”

Simple apps help the police to keep on track 


On June 3, in Castle Bush, 
Duston, Northampton, two 
boys, aged 10 and 11, were 
threatened by older boys, who 
demanded the victims hand 
over their bikes. 

On June 4 at 7.45pm, two 
15-year-olds were walking 
down an alley near Asda in 


Kingsthorpe when an older 
member of a gang demanded 
one of the boys’ phones. He 
also grabbed one of them by 
the throat for 30 seconds and 
the victim was punched in the 
head. One robber was 5ft 8ins 
in a brown rain j acket with the 
hood up and he wore a black 


face scarf. 

Northamptonshire Police 
said the robbers are often af¬ 
ter mobile phones. They rec¬ 
ommend installing a simple 
app that can either lock the 
phone remotely or emit a sig¬ 
nal making it easy for police 
to track.

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Vandals poison 
seven park trees 



INVESTIGATION LAUNCHED Seven trees in Kingsthorpe have been 
deliberately injected with poison 


The poisoning of seven trees 
in a Northampton park has 
been described as a “terrible 
act of vandalism” by North¬ 
ampton Borough Council’s 
cabinet member for environ¬ 
ment. 

Councillor Mike Hallam 
(Con, Park lands) said 
Northamptonshire Police 
were investigating claims 
that someone drilled into five 
beech trees and two cherry 
trees on a recreation ground 
in Kingsthorpe and injected 
them with poison. 

It is unknown when the 
poisoning happened but, due 
to the damage caused, the 
council will have to remove 
the trees that have already 
died in the next few weeks. 

Councillor Hallam said 
“Our tree expert has been 
out to look at the trees and it 
would appear they have been 
deliberately poisoned. 

“This is a terrible act of 


vandalism and it is awful to 
think that someone would 
purposely kill these trees. The 
trees will need to be removed 
and we will be assessing 
the best way to do this over 
the coming weeks. We urge 
anyone with information 
about the crime, or who may 
have seen something, to get 
in touch with either us or the 


police.” 

One local resident, who 
did not wish to be named, said 
she was extremely saddened 
by the damage caused to the 
trees. 

She said: “It is disgusting. 
I don’t get what pleasure 
someone can get from killing 
trees. It has upset a number of 
people who live near the park”.

But when she recently got 
time away from NGH, she de¬ 
cided not to relax but to spend 
it in one of the most dangerous 
places on earth... Afghanistan. 

An RAF Reservist as well as 
an NHS employee, she spent 
months at Camp Bastion help¬ 
ing saving lives of British sol¬ 
diers in even more serious 
conditions than the cases she 
sees every day at NGH. 

Although her RAF du¬ 
ties were similar to her role 
at NGH’s Manfield operating 
theatres, where she assists 
anaesthetists, Anne said Af¬ 
ghanistan was something 
quite new. 

She said: “The equipment 
is vastly different and your 
casualties are so seriously in¬ 
jured there’s a degree of com¬ 
plexity that you don’t see here 
very often, whereas most of 
our operations are elective 
ones. 

“Over there it’s unexpected 
and can happen at anytime of 
day and night. It just rocks up 
and you have to deal with it. 

“Psychologically, I coped 
surprisingly well. 

“I was wary about how I 
would deal with exposure 
to dreadful injuries, explo¬ 
sions, gunfire and the con¬ 
tinual noise of helicopters. 
I’m not the bravest person in 
the world but you j ust get your 
head down and deal with it.” 

At Camp Bastion, Anne and 
her team worked a gruelling 
24-hour shift, then spent 24 
hours on standby. 

Anne, 53, joined NGH five 
years ago from a background 
in the merchant navy and elec¬ 
tronics, and was accepted as 
a reservist two weeks before

her 50th birthday. 

She said: “I would certainly 
encourage anyone to have a go 
at being a reservist. I desper¬ 
ately needed a challenge and 
I’ve had some amazing train¬ 
ing and learned lots of things 
that help my work here.

Physically it is very, very 
hard and you have to put the 
hours in to stay fit enough to 
do the job, but the rewards are 
more than worth it.”

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A campaign to reduce the 
number of'Asian gold thefts’ 
in Northampton has resulted 
in a 78 per cent drop in burgla¬ 
ries. 

Earlier in the year, the Chron 
reported that members of 
the Northampton Bangla¬ 
deshi Association (NBA) were 
concerned about the rise in 
burglaries within the Asian 
community in Spencer. 

In response, police 
launched Operation Backbone, 
which advised residents howto 
improve their security, includ¬ 
ing installing house alarms and 
offering free SmartWater pro¬ 
tection. 

Chief Inspector Mark Be¬ 
han said: “Since we started the 
six-element security project 
earlier this year, Spencer has 
seen a 78 per cent reduction in 
burglaries, with none at all in 
the last three months. 

“We are pleased that the 
community has responded so 
positively and the reduction 
means we have been able to 
lower the priority of burglaries 
in this area. 

“However, we are still op¬ 
erating a ‘ring of steel’ around

the town, meaning that certain 
individuals who cross the bor¬ 
ders will trigger a deployment 
of response cars. 

“We are also planning to 
start discussions at St James 
Mosque with residents this 
month to consider further im¬ 
provements.” 

Commenting on the thefts 
themselves, he said: “Since we 
began the investigation we have 
found that burglars have been 
coming from three categories: 
from neighbouring counties, 
from countries as far away as 
Mexico, and some from within 
the county who, we believe, are 
using informants from within 
the Spencer community.” 

Chairman of the NBA, 
Jabeer Miah JP, said: “After the 
first burglaries there was talk 
about starting a neighbour¬ 
hood streetwatch scheme, but 
that made some people feel 


even less secure. 

“We do also have to take 
responsibility for ourselves. 
With the SmartWater incen¬ 
tive to get people to improve 
their own security, it shows 
that everyone is doing their 
part and we are all working to¬ 


gether to improve safety and 
lower crime in Spencer. 

“I think this will continue to 
be quite successful.” 

NBA executive manager, 
Habib Rahman, said: “We all 
need to take steps to make peo¬ 
ple feel secure again.” 


Northampton South MP, 
Brian Binley, added: “I know 
how hard the police have been 
working on this but, when it 
comes to solving crime like 
this, there is an element of 
responsibility to each other 
which is sometimes forgotten.” 


Justice 
centre is 
‘still going 
ahead’ 

POLICE chiefs have de¬ 
nied suggestions they 
have shelved plans for a 
new investigation centre 
and custody suite near 
Kettering. 

The office of the po¬ 
lice and crime commis¬ 
sioner Adam Simmonds 
announced the tender 
process for the new build¬ 
ing had been stopped. 

However, a spokes¬ 
man for the force said 
that it was because the 
original designs for the 
custody centre had come 
in over the budget allocat¬ 
ed for it. 

In March, it was con¬ 
firmed Mr Simmonds had 
authorised the purchase 
of a 2.4-acre site in the 
North Kettering Business 
Park, off the A6003 Rock¬ 
ingham Road. 

The police spokesman 
added: “The tender went 
out last year. 

“The design is be¬ 
ing reviewed and in due 
course and we are looking 
to go back out to tender.”

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Owner’s horror 
as six pet cats 
are poisoned 


The owner of six cats that 
are thought to have been 
deliberately poisoned with 
anti-freeze in Northampton 
said she was “horrified and 
devastated” by her pets 
deaths. 

Tracy Benjamin, who runs 
Wonky Cat Rescue Centre, 
in Obelisk Rise, Kingsthorpe, 
suffered the loss of Poppy, 
Vicki, Polly, Chad, Satty and 
Olivia in the past month. 

Two cats were found dead 
on May 10, three between May 
17 and 19 and one on June 8. 

A post mortem test on one 
of the cats revealed that it had 
died of kidney failure due to 
ingesting anti-freeze. The 
other five cats all displayed 
similar symptoms and it is 
believed that they must have 
come into contact with anti¬ 


freeze as well. 

Ms Benjamin, who 
currently has 14 cats living 
with at her home, said: “At 
first I thought maybe the cats 
had eaten a mouse that had 
been poisoned, but two weeks 
after that I lost three more 
cats. 

“It is absolutely horrific 
and barbaric and there is no 
need for it. I appreciate that 
not everyone likes cats, but if 
they make a mess, I tell people 
to come and ask me to clear it 
up. I am devastated.” 

Ms Benjamin said she 
had now been forced to keep 
all her cats indoors and this 
was causing them to be “very 
stressed”. 

A spokesperson for the 
RSPCA said the organisation 
was aware of the spate of cat 
poisonings and was currently 


working with the police and 
offering assistance. 

A spokesman for 
Northamptonshire Police 
said: “It is not known how 
the cats came to be poisoned 
in this way, and police are 
investigating whether 
there are any suspicious 
circumstances.” 

Margaret Lewis, who 
lives in the Obelisk Rise area, 
said she was “horrified” that 
anyone would deliberately 
poison an animal. She said: “A 
lot of cats do go missing from 
this area. You often see posters 
on bus stops appealing for 
information about missing 
cats.” 

Witnesses or anyone with 
information about the cat 
poisonings can contact police

o Petition calls for new 
1 speed limit on A508 
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A petition has been set up call¬ 
ing for traffic-calming meas¬ 
ures or a lower speed limit 
on a busy Northamptonshire 
road where a recent fatal 
crash occurred. 

Leanne Gower, a 21-year-old 
passenger in a silver Ford Pu¬ 
ma, died after a crash on the 
A508, near Stoke Bruerne, on 
May 25. 

An hour before the crash, 
another vehicle had ended up 
in a field next to the A508 after 
leaving the road. 

As a result of the recent 
crashes on the A508, more 
than 250 people have signed 
a petition calling for safety 
changes to be made on the 
road, which is often used as a 
‘rat run’ when there is conges¬ 
tion on the Mi. 

The petition, which has 
been posted on change.org by 
Chris White, says there have 
been too many accidents on 
the A508 near Roade and 
Stoke Bruerne. 

The petition states: “Not 
only is it tragic that people 


have lost their lives and peo¬ 
ple have been injured, but the 
accidents affect people trav¬ 
elling home to Roade and sur¬ 
rounding villages when the 
A508 has to be closed, some¬ 
times for hours. 

“I hope that many in Roade 
and surrounding villages will 
sign to try to make a difference 
in the hope that there will be 
less RTAs and disruption on 
theA508.” 

A spokesman for Roade 
Parish Council said the village 
had signed up to a speedwatch 


scheme, in which volunteers 
could use a speed gun to 
check the speed of passing ve¬ 
hicles. 

A spokesman from North¬ 
amptonshire County Council 
said the council was continu¬ 
ing to monitor the situation. 

The spokesman said: “The 
speed limit has been reduced 
on this road as well as other 
measures including new road 
markings and signage. 

“We are continuing to 
monitor this route and will 
review any petitions received.”

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Homelessness up 
‘as sanctions hit’ 



Centre usage Staff of the Hope Centre, based at Oasis House, have seen an increase in its service users fromn 85 to 
125-per-day in just two years. 


The numbers of people using a 
Northampton homeless cen¬ 
tre every day has increased by 
50 per cent in just two years, 
a manager there has claimed. 

Catherine Maryan, of the 
Hope Centre, said tough 
three-month benefit sanc¬ 
tions on those who leave a job 
‘voluntarily’ was forcing more 
people into temporary accom¬ 
modation and, in some cases, 
on to the streets. 


■ Homelessness is defined as any 
person not in permanent accom¬ 
modation. While many are moving 
between friends’ homes or tempo¬ 
rary overnight hostels, a number 
are forced to ‘sleep rough’ on the 
streets. 

“It’s scary being outdoors at 
night,” Ms Maryan said. “You don’t

of clothes and a shower daily, 
compared to 85 in 2012. 

Although she said part of 
the increase in clients was due 
to its move from the dilapidat¬ 
ed Maple House to the bright 
new Oasis House two years 
ago, the core number of home¬ 
less people in Northampton 
had also gone up.

I 
challenge anyone with a good 
salary to go three months 
without pay. 

“We are seeing people first 
turn to debt, to crime and 
homelessness within those 
three months.” 

While homelessness fig¬ 
ures from Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council only count nine 
people as sleeping rough in the 
town, Ms Maryan said the cen¬ 
tre was aware of at least 40. 

Another contributing fac¬ 
tor, she said, was when peo¬ 
ple on benefits take part time 
work, only to have that em¬ 
ployment terminated soon 
after. Many are experienc¬ 
ing a large delay in getting the 
benefit re-instated, which 
can prove the tipping factor 
in turning people to home¬ 
lessness. 


But with the increase in 
service users, Ms Maryan said 
the Hope Centre’s resources 
were being challenged. She 
said: “We have to provide more 
food and we have to provide 


more clothing. 

“We run a shower service 
here so there are costs for the 
water, the laundry and drying. 

“Our costs have doubled in 
the last two years.” 


The Hope Centre is helped 
by numerous donations such 
as toiletries and clothing. The 
centre is currently in desper¬ 
ate need of male underwear in 
good condition.

Save money on the new Audi 
and feel better off by ignoring 
an upgrade to a set of mostly 
cosmetic changes to make the 
car look a bit more butch.
